Thcro is trouble in almost 
every na'.ion iu E.irope, nor can it b? sal! ibat 
any one nation is oa good terras wliii nuy 
other. From Rome to St. Potersb-.irg. from 
London to Constantinople, the old Continent 
has the aspect of a vast and troubled sea. 
Reform movements are everywhere, because 
$he advance o.1 iatdliprenoe. the growth of a 
healthful and vijoron; public sentiment, has 
made poop es imperious and rulers concilia- 
tory.

He has no quarrel with the United States.

The Ar^arfo Itnilwny Swindle. 


The bill (o incorporate the New York Arcade 


Railway Company passed the State Senate 
yesterday, and thus has accomplished on.' 
important sta;;a of its journey. Tho means 
by which it passed Ihe Senate indicate the 
danger that it may slip through the Legisla- 
ture almost before the people are aware of its 
true character. It is the most nefarious scheme 
ever yet pi-C33nted at Albany in the guise of a 
railway bill. Its primary purpose is not so 
much to furnish the convenient means of trans- 
porla'ion the people so greatly need as to 
directly destroy Broadway as the great central 
avenue of cily life and trade. It is a grand 
speculative game, with tho destruction of 
Broadway for its first object. 
People do not 


need to bs told the history of the growth of 
this c'ty and of the development of the value 
of property on our beautiful thoroughfare 
when it became ovidsnt that the main trade of 
the city h$d chossn that avenue as its favorite 
seat; but the speculators 
have evidently 


studied that subject closely, as well as the 
means to divert the great Broadway trade to 
other channels, and so, perhaps, ciuse to 
centre e'.sewhere the value that now attaches 
to Broadway property. 
Tho first step is to 


paralyzo Broadway trade—to compel that 
incessant traffic to stand still or go elsewhere. 
This result the bill, if it ever becomes a law, 
will accomplish as its first step. 


Titis bill givas tho incorporators absolute 


authority over Broadway for five years. 
For 


that term the street is theirs to do what they 
please with—theirs on the surface and theirs 
under ground. Not only the part dedicated to 
the public uses of the people is theirs, but the 
private properly at either side also. In favor 
of these men is suspended every general 
principle of law that guarantees a citizen in 
his private possessions. They may so tear 
up and obstruct Broadway that a loaded 
vehicle can neither pass up nor down the 
length of that street for five years ; and they 
may seize any- man's bouse, and proffer in 
payment half or quarter the value, and tho 
pretence ot improving other property he may 
have near by ia to justify this seizure of pri- 
vate property without remuneration. 
Any 


man with common sense can see for himself 
the consequences that must immediately flow 
from this power to dig up Broadway. It will 
render insecure every house that stands on 
either sida this of street of splendid ediSces— 
destroy every vault—make un cerl ain the tenure 
of property—make traffic 
impossible and 


travel disagreeable and dangerous. 
It will 


drive trade to the side streets, and this the 
mass of the people migbt not look upon as a 
great calamity, unless they consider that any 
such braking up of the system of trade must 
prove disastrous generally to the city. 


But not only is this great thoroughfare— 


five miles of the most magnificent property in 
tho world—given into the hands of a railroad 
corporation to wrest to its purposes, but to the 
same body is made a free gift of all the small 
parks on the line of Broadway, with so much 
of the Central Park as it may have the temerity 
(o seize. Under authority of this law the 
ArcaJe Railway may eeize the whole of the 
Battery, what ia left of the City Hall Park, 
Union Park. Madison Square and what they 
w.int or dare take of the Central Park itself. 
All these public places they may cover with 
tlieir dopols and car houses, and they cannot 
be compelled to pay to the city one cent for 
these great privileges. 


And what 13 the railway to do finally? 


Simply to carry fish to the net of the great 
owner of the Hudson Kiver and Harlem Rail- 
ways, Its mai'i end is to go to the Hudson 
River Kaihvay, and a branch at Union square 
is to run up Fourth avcnua ta the Harlem 
Railway, 
it is. in fact, an extension of these 


two railways to the Battery. 
Tu deference to 


the interest of these railways Broadway is to 
be torn to pieces and its trade paralyzed for five 
years—that is to say, killed. 


One fact is, the history of the bill is charac- 


teristic. It ia a pet measure with the young 
.democracy. 
Only Senators Genet and Pierce 


of this neighborhood voted iu its favor. They 
are the young democracy, and they were 
backed 
up 
by 
"tho country members." 


Excepting only Genet and Pierce all the New 
York, Long Island, Richmond and West- 
chester Senators votsd against the measure. 
The things this biU proposes to do must not 
be done. If the bill goes through the Legisla- 
ture the Governor must veto it. 
If the Gov- 


ernor permits it to pass the citizens must fight 
it to the last extremity with all the power 
of the courts.

Tlie Democratic Convention, which meets at 


Rochester on Wednesday next to select can- 
didates for the judges ol' the Court of Appeals, 
has an important duty to perform, in carrying 
o'.it tho only provision of tho new constitution 
which has been endorsed by the vole of the 
people, and saved the whole concern from 
being a total wreck. 
That the nominations 


will be generally acceptable we have no reason 
to doubt. That the names presented will be 
those of strong men, both in their professional 
and party capacity, we suppose may be re- 
regarded as a fixed fact. 
The aspirants for 


Cliief Justice are legion. They are cropping 
out like a sudden anil an unnatural vegeta- 
tion—oul of the earth everywhere. But as the 
election takes place in spring, perhaps we 
need not be surprised at the sprfnginY up of 
e.irly buds and blossoms of hope at the judicial 
convention. For instance, nearly all the State 
officers are desirous of obtaining the priz\ 
They are willing to abandon their useful labors 
at Albany for the luxurious seat of fourteen 
years' duration on the bench of the Court of 
Appeals. 
No doabt it is something to be 


covet id. 
Comptroller Allen would cheer- 


fully resign his control of the State money 
bags. 
The 
young 
lawyer 
Homer 
A. 


Nelson would gladly -transfer the seals of 
State to the next comer for a corner 
on the bench in the marble building next door. 
Attorney General Champlain would probably 
rather be hearing arguments from other law- 
yers in the quiet repose of a judgeship than 
making arguments, as now, on the floor of the 
court room. However, all these gentlemen 
cannot be gratified. 
To place any of them in 


the position (hey aspire to would indeed be to 
cause a desertion from several Important 
posts. It might do more. 
Such an abandon- 


ment of the State offices might give the repub- 
licans control of the Canal Board, should 
future events transfer power to that party. 


Among the prominent claimants talked of is 


Judge Comstock, who is supposed by his 
friends to have the prize in his own hands. 
But the really prominent and probably suc- 
cessful candidate is Sanford E. Church, whose 
personal, political and professional attributes 
give him great strength with his party and the 
people of the State. Mr. Church's record is 
familiar, and would naturally give him prece- 
dence over other candidates for the ChLf 
Justiceship. 
He is well known iu his former 


capacity as Comptroller, as Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor and as a candidate for the Presidency 
ia the last Democratic National Conve-ition. 
His popularity with all branches of the demo- 
cratic party, as well as the generous ffympaihy 
expressed for his recent illness, would injure 
him general support. 
Hence—-to use a sport- 


inr; phrase—Church seems to be "a. good man 
to bet on" and "a winning card." Of the host 
of other aspirants for the bench of the Court of 
Appeals arc Judge Grey, Martin, of ButT.ilo, 
and Judge Joseph F. Barnard. 
It does not 


seem desirable that the sitliag judges' seats 
should be disturbed. Comstock, one of the 
old Roman order of magistrates, Is entitle:! by 
his experience and integrity to a continuance 
of the respect he has already earned. 
The 


friends of Judge Earl are anxious to keep 
him there, and so with Judge Locke. They 
should remain to <*iose up the unfinished bugi- 
nnss before them, and therefore thero sosms to 
be much fitness in keeping them in their pre- 
sent position. Judge Peckham, of Albany, 
who has yet six years to serve On the bonch, 
would, no doubt, like to bj Chief Justice ; but 
there may be a little shadow of partisanship, 
connected with the Erie, Central aad Smqufi- 
hanna railroad controversies, on his name, 
which will probably damage his chances. 
He 


may do very well for Albany, but it is ques- 
tionable whether he would suit the whole 
Stale. 
The bench of the court of last resort 


must be free from all tinge of partisanship. 


It is not likely that the New York city 


democratic delegation will present any candi- 
date, but will leave the matter entirely with 
the country delegates. No oae yet is defi- 
nitely named, tho-'igh Judges Daly 
and 


Leonard and Mr. Rapallo arc talked of; but 
as the salary of a judge of the Court of 
Appeals is not equal to that of Police Juslice 
these gentlemen would hardly accept a nomi- 
nation. There is every prospect of a struggle 
at the Democratic Convention, and there may 
be a little spice thrown in; bat it may be pre- 
sumed that under the present good mauage- 


tho Mormon capital, ot that the saints Lave 
had a new revelation. It does not appear that 
Brigham Young took any part in the proceed- 
ings, but he will have to define his posi- 
tion very goon. We should not wonder if he, 
too, iu due season, should disclose a now reve- 
lation, instructing him to depart with his 
people out of Egypt; and this will probably be 
tho settlement of the Mormon question. 


Tie Navy and Senator Spencer. 


In giving our support to the navy and 


endeavoring to raise it from the condition into 
which it was falling, owing to the supiuecess 
of Congress, it is not astonishing that we now 
and then tread upon somebody's toes.

bad enough for men to fail in their duties, 
either from indifference or from ignoraace of 
tho subject; but when a person holding an 
important positioi, iu which his abilities 
should be exerted on the side of his country, 
uudjrtakes to break down one of our nalion il 
bulwarks, our remarks in reference to such 
conduct must necessarily be unpalatable to 
him. 


There is a Naval Committee in the Senate, 


composed of gentlemen who have for many 
years devoted their attention to naval matters, 
aad have much more enlarged and compre- 
hensive ideas of the service and its wants than 
any one is likely to have who has just emerged 
from the Southern swamps. Those gentlemen 
who have charge of naval affairs have not 
deemed it necessary to introduce such a sweep- 
in.,' bill as t!,at framed by Senator Spencer, of 
Alabama, who, in his endeavor to explain his 
course, shows how very little he knows about 
the service. 
It mast be arnusisg to Messrs. 


Cragin and Antaony, of the Senate 
Naval 


Committee, 
and 
to 
Mr. 
Drake, 
who 


was 
educated 
in tho 
navy, to see a 


tyro trying to take tho helm from their hands; 
but no doubt they were indignan- at his propo- 
sition to broach tho navy to, aad have ere this 
consigned it to that undiscovered country from 
whose bourn no such proposition ever returns, 
it is a well known fact that the proposition to 
reduce the navy to the littls end of nothing 
originated in personal feeling, and not from 
motives of economy, as slated. 
As regards 


Mr. Spencer's comparison of Ihe army aad the 
navy, we will merely say that ths organization 
of the two services is entirely difi'irent. 
An 


army can be raised from our people in a day 
or in a week or a month, according to the 
size required. 
A navy, on fio contrary, is 


the work of lon^ years of patient care. 
A 


ship has no relation to a rsglnsn; oi- a fleet to 
an army, undor any aspect. Oae general can 
command fivs hundred thousand in^-n, but il 
requires one admiral to command a squadron 
of even four ships, mxn-ied by less than twelve 
hundred men. A captain in the navy com- 
mands a ship of three hundred men, while his 
relative in rank in the army (a cjloncl) com- 
mands a regiment of one thousand soldiers. 
Every squadron, be it ever so small, is en- 
tilled to its admiral; and as there are seven 
squadrons to be maintains d in our navy 
there must be seven admirals; and since 
these cannot spend all their IVes at sea or 
away from the U.iifed States there mu^fc ba a 
corresponding number of reliefs. 
Ail this is 


either miaunders'-ootl by Mr. Spencer or ha 
has endeavored to perpetrate a great injury 
upon the navy and faUj premises upon the 
country. We regret that we are unable to 
credit him wilh any patriotic Intc.'il.'oi. 
Tin: 


fact thai Iho S-Mialor woiild save a million by 
his operation will not even please his cotisli- 
tucn'.s; for he might save far more than that 
by abolishing the navy in lot», culling down 
the civil list and reducing his own pay, which 
Ust he will not be likely to asroe to. The 
people of this country want economy, but not 
meanness or breaches of trust with the men 
who have fought ita battles. 


Thclast clause in Mr. Spencer's letter, which 


we published for him, shows even more clearly 
how little ho understands the question, and is 
varnished off with lhat threadbare subject of 
"staff rank," of which Ihe public have become 
quite tired.

for the Princess and Brazil.

larity with the people.

dsclined to sanction the erection of an eques- 
trian statue of himself, aa proposed by a num- 
ber of gentlemen residing at the capital. In a

dian Olllce a report of the condition of airairs at the 
Omaha agency lor the lirst quarter of the present 
rear, from wliich it appears tnat Omaha has shown 
a rnarKed increase 01 interest in agriculture. In- 
dustry and thrift are now taklns the place of idleness 
and improvidence. During the winter they were

A correspondent of the Ecenlny Journal eives ths 


following account of the freshet in Kensseiaervuie, 
in tins county:— 


The inhabitants were aroused In the night, and 


found that a flood was pouring down upon them from 
Ten Mile creek. 
They were oDll«;ed to ftee for 
their lives to tae hisn ground. The flood rustled 
onward, carrying destruction in its tract for ten 
miles to Catskill creek. Tae flrst obstruction was a 
small dam at the top of the falls and a trunK con- 
veying water acro-s the stream ou a suspension 
andge to supply power for Wateruurr's woollen 
mill. These were swept away down the stream Use 
cuaff. it next encountered the woollen factory, 
sweeping away a new addition and undermining 
a portion, of the main bunding, and the whole 
structure was in danger of destruction. Ou tne 
ooiiosite side of the creek Mr. Waterbury's new 
baru and carriage house gave way belore tne force 
01 the current and were swept down tne stream, 
wi.-hapairof line nor^ea. four or five se's of har- 
ness, waeons. carriages and otaer property. Next 
went the factory bridge, then Mr. Barton's barn, a 
portion of his house . nd the bridge opposite; also 
sir. WashBurn's barn, with lea ci-orents; next 
the grist mid dam and race. Mr. Shelter's fine saw 
mill, ciJer mill and other machinery all succumbed 
to tne resistless lorco 01 'he Hood. Below this the 
low land was ail overflowed, and several dwellln rs 
were carried otf, the inmates aarely escaping wiia 
tneir lives 
SICK persons were carried out turougU 
the ragtag waters to dry land, wlnie others had to 
climb trees aud lences for their lives. Mr. Farley's 
ioundry, with all its conte.itj, his barn aud teams, 
vyjirons, harness, ic., are all gone; also Mr. King's 
new barn. Sevenleeu head of cattle, oetongmg to 
Mr. Jennins, were swept away witn the Hood. Seve- 
lal carpenters, who were repairing Mr. Jenkins' 
house, lost their lull chests ot tools, valued at S300.

Dr. BROOKS, of the Committee on Denominational

ries and other schools of the denomination. An 
increase of tue endowment was needed meachot 
the theological seminaries and must be ontaiued be- 
fore a higiier excellence could be reached in educa- 
tion, in ttie Western and Southern colleges a srreat 
many vounjr men had been converted to God since 
tney had joined the colleges, and it was absolutely 
necessary ttiat these colleges should have additional 
appropriations. The committee also believed that 
mere should be a great ceucrai academy aud a 
smaller one in everv State.

The physicians 
reinsed to give taeir opinions without fees, claimtni 
tnac they, by study, experience ana expenditure or 
money, had qualined themselves as experts, and the 
State baa no right to demand such services without 
an equivalent.

The scene of tbe death of Lopez was a banK o: 


tire Arjuidaban, a small river which flows from the 
mountains at the northern frontier of Paraguay 
in a southwesterly direction to the river Paraguay 
Bis pursuers, Genera! Camara and 1,500 well ap- 
pointed Kio Grande cavalry, had been delayed by a 
river iresnet on- tiieir way, but on effecting their 
crossing they pushed on witn increased vigor, and 
on the 27th aud 2Sth made marches or seventy to 
eighty miles a day. On tne 1st of -March they came

surprised that the gunners had not time to flre their 
cannon and give the alarm before they were cu 
flown or lanced.

secrecy should be observed by correspondents m ad- 
dressing Him.

Shortly 
alter the receipt of this communication some 3.500 
answers to the-circular came to tne Post Oftlce 
directed to Marcine.

Letter Department. Marline, as alleged, called, upon 
the Postmaster to ascertain wn/ 0*3 letters were de- 
tamed.
